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Illegality of the Contracts for Cleansing
the Streots.
Ox Saturday last there seemed to be a very
great probabllity that this city would be
totally unprepared for the Impending visit
of the cholera, except as a hotbed s prepared
to afford unnatural growth to plants that
need special nursing and nourishine, It Is
only a few weeks ago that Councils, afier
wialing a great dea! of precious time in

palavering and twaddling sbout the matter, |

passed an ordinance authorizing Mayor
MoMicHAEL to award to competent persons
contracts for the removal of all dirt, ete,
from the streets for five years, at a rate ol
charge per annum not exceeding a specifled
limit, Under and in pursuance of’ that law,
the Mayor proceeded, with all coavenient
despateh, to execute the duty devolved upon
him ; and the contractors selected to do, and
who engaged to do the prescribed worl, were
taking the necessary steps, and incurring
large expense in getting ready to perform the
agreements into which they had entered with
the City Government.

But certaln individuals, who were disap-
pointed in their wish to secare the contracts
for themselves, employed counsel to contest
the legality of the whole proceedings, and 1o
pray ap injunction restraining the execution
of the several contrants entered iato by the
Mayor for the cleaning of the streets. The
case was argued in the Common Pleas Court
on Baturday, and Judege Arrison, delivering
the opinion of the bench, declared the con-
tancts ilegul, and granted the injunction to
arrest thelr fulliment.

Here, then, was a pretty stale of affuirs, to
be sure, It wonld mnot be worth while to dis-
cuss the grounds of the decision. It 1s no
doubt entirely sound and valid. Butthe con-
sequepces to this community of the serious
delay it promised to occasion in putting the
ciiy in a clean and wholesome condition before
ﬂp hot weather comes, and with it, possibly,
one of the most fatal pestilences that has ever
scourged the earth, was indeed a terrible
circumstance, well fitted to excite the most
painful apprehension, Hence it was even to
be regrettod that the irregularity of the action
of the Councils and the Mayor in the pre-
mises were excepted to at all, or at least
at this particular time. If it be true that
necessity has no law, this certainly is a case
to which the proverb should apply. It might
be much better to suffer an infringement of
the strict letter of the municipal Constitution
for a limited period, in the present exigency,
than to draw down upon three-quarters of a
million of people an epidemic that may cause
a frightful mortality, and produce otherwise
incalculable suffering and sorrow.

The Court, however, i3 not te be blamed,
since It could do no less than pronounc: its
judgment of the law when that judgment was
regularly invoked. Nor is the counsel who
instituted the suit in anywise reprehensible,
as he did only what he was professionally
bound to do for thove clients wao employed
him in thai capacity. F.ut those members o
our musnicipal legislature who passed an ordi-
nance in positive violation of the plain pro-
vislons of the organic law of the City Gov
ernment, and under which, if questioned
the important work of cleaning the street
before the summer sels in could not possibly
be executed,gare certainly reprehensible for
not better understanding their own lega
powers and those of the Mayor. It was their
ignorance in that respect which led to the
judicial Injunction that stopped an urgent
ganitary measure on the threshold, and at a
moment, loo, when every minure’s delay is
likely to prove frightiully fatal to the health
and the bosiness Interests of Philadelphia,
No case could have arisen better sulted to

We are on the very verge of the heated
term, with the cholera approaching westward
from Europe. To begin in June stirring up
and removing the masses of filth that now
encumber our streets, and alleys, and courts,
would be mueh more deleterious than not to
tonch them at all at that time, The hoo of
the seavenger wonld only cauge in a hundrad-
fold degree the roleass of deadly miasmn from
heaps ol rotten offil, festering in o hot sun,
and result in a greatly increased amount of
sickness and mortality, The highways of the
city, if they are to be cleaned at all before the
summer beging, should be cleaned thoroughly
within the next two months ; and our authori-
ties can see how urgent, therefore, Ia the ne-
cossity of dolng at once whatever may
yet be done to meet the present alarming ex-
tremity.

The Sunday Question.

Tne friends of the Christian Sabbach have
been even more successful in their late efforts
to prevent a legalized deseceration of the day,
thanp It was at one time sapposed they would
be. ‘The Legislature, by a very decided wote,
refused to pass the bill aathorizing our city
passenger railway cars to be run on Sunday,
notwithstanding the earnest exertions thar
were used to carry tane bill. Bot the trinmph
of e good cause was made still more com-
plete last Friday, by an almost unanlmous
vote in the State Senate against the proposi-
tion to submit the whole question of Sunday
travel in Philadelphia to the suflrage of the
people of this community at the next Oc¢tober
clection,

This result, taken altogether and in view of
the powerlul efforts and influences cmployed
in a contrary direction, must be not only in-
expressibly gratifying to all discreet and vir-

| tuous citizens here, but is also eminently

creditable to the Legislature. There can be
no reasonable doubt thatif the law of th's
Commonwealth had been altered in the par-
ticular named, the ultimate ¢fect would have

proved greatly injurious in more ways than o

one, Besides the probanlity that the suburbs
of the city would have heen crowded every
Sunday with idle people, bent on pleasure,
and likely, in its pursuit. to becoms noisy,
heedless, and riotous, to the serious disturb«
ance of the public peace and the public
morals, this community would have incurred
the additional danger of further and almost
unlimited innovations on the present Subbath
law of the State, until, at last, there would be
very little of the sanctity or divine authority
of the day left.

It is complained, however, by those who
favored the Sunday car project, that the peo-
ple of this city, who alone were asking for
the privilege, and who alone were to be
affected by il, should have been allowed to

,settle and determine the matter for them-

selves by a popular election. But it is not
true, as alleged, that Philadelphia only is con-
cerned in the legiaslation that is desired by
those who have advocated Sunday travel on
our streets. The people of the entire Com-
monwealth are interested, in no small degree,
in having the sacredness of the Lord's day
preserved here, as well as in all other parts of
the State ; and this is no doubt the view which
the members of the Leglslature from the
rural sections took of the subject, It would
be & dangerous precedent to allow one city or
county to abolish the Sabbath altogether, or
greatly modify its character as an institution
of God, on the silly pretense that such action
would not reach, in its influence or conse-
quences, bayond certain local Jinits, The

| samwe privilege that is granted to one munici-

{ pality or distriet in the State to-day, upon

the plea above recited, might be asked from
the Legislature to-morrow by & dozen
or more other towns and counties; and the
obvious result would be, the gradual accom-
plishment by local election of that which the
entire people of the Commonwealth would pro-

| bubly not sanction if made dependent on their

joint suflirages at a general election. In other
words, we might see the Sabbath, thé Bible,
and all religious ordinances and observances,
successively voted away by town after town,
and distriet after distriet, uoil Pennsylvania
would, in the end, be made a 'and of infldelity
and heathenlsm, unregulated in her civil

| polity by the obligations of Christian moral-
| fty, and reduced to all the fearful disorders,

ghow the importance ot carcful leglalation, |

and of choosing competent legislators.

I'his, however, is not the time to deplore
past mistakes, There is a great danger at
our very gates, and it will require the utmost
energy and promptoess of action to secure
ourselves agalnst it. The paramount and
pressing question now ls, What can be and
what sliall be done in the alarming dilemma
in which the community is placed? The
contracts entered into by the Mayor for
cleening the siwreets are, virtually and in
effect, declared null and void. Furtber litl-
gation about them would be worse than use-
less In so far as the health and lives of our
large population are concerned. They should
not be allowed to depend on the finul issue of
legal proceedings, which are proverblally both
uncertain and protracied,

But in order 'hat no dilatory measures of
the kind should furiher postpone the cleans-
ing of the highways, Oouncils, with com-
mendable alacrity, held & special meeting on
Monday, and adopted a resolution requesting
the Btate Legislature to empower them to
make contracts for eleansing the stresta of
this clty, and to legalize the contracts alresdy
made. A bill to effectuite the purpose ol the
rosolution of Councils was reperted in the
State House of Representatives yesterday,
and passed ot once. If the Senate concurs,
and the Governor then signs the bill, this
